vessels engaged in ocean commerce to 
pass between the Great Lakes and the 
Atlantic ocean, and the most convenient 
location and probable cost.of such can- 
als, together ivlth other tauts and Infor- 
mation in said act specified relating to 
their construction arid use. 


The commissioners . have prosecuted 
the work assigned them .with great zeal 
and Intelligence, resulting in the collec- 
tion of a mass of Information embodied 
in their report and its accompanying ar- 
ticles, -which is o£ great Importance and 
interest as related to the project subject- 
ed to their examination. 


The advantages of direct and un- 
broken water 
transportaion of the 
products of our United States and ter- 
ritories, from convenient points of ship- 
ment to our seaboard ports, are plainly 
palpable. The report of the commission- 
ers cantalDE, in my opinion, demonstra- 
tion of the feasibility of securing such 
transportation, and gives ground for the 
anticipation that better ajid more unin- 
terrupted commerce through the plan 
suggested, between the west and for- 
eign ports, with the Increase of national 
prosperity which must follow In Its turn, 
will not escape American, enterprlse'and 
activity.

It will be observed that the report of 
the commissioners, though as compre- 
hensive as the.time and facilities at their 
disposal permitted, does not definitely 
deal with the cost of the work they were, 
called upon to.consider, a.nd omits some 
of the details related to it. 'Thus far 
Ihey have labored ..without compensa- 
tion, and a_part of the-smn.ll-sum appro- 
priated "for the paj-mmt of their ex- 
penses-still remains unexpended. 
I suggest to the congress the pro- 
priety of making economical provision 
for such further prosecution of their 
.viork as will more fully develop the in- 
formation necessary to an exact and 
complete understanding of this interest- 
ing and Important subject. '

Supreme Court Decisions. 


"Washington, Jan. 19.—The supreme 


court has decided the portion- of the 
South Carolina dispensary law which 
provides for. the inspection of liquors 
Imported into the state to be in contra- 
vention oE the "constitution of the United 
States. The opinion, which had-been pre- 
pared by Jusice Shiras,' was stated very 
briefly by Chief Justice Fuller. The writ-, 
ten-opinion ls.-a.very elaborate docu- 
ment, but the chief Justice gave a very 
brief synopsis of it, and declined after- 


I wards to give the document to the pub- 
lic,. The court also declared a Texas 
state law to be unconstitutional. The 
decision was rendered in the case of the 
Gulf, Colorado and Santa Fe .Railroad 
compan vs. >V. H. Ellis, appealed from 
the supreme court of Texas by the rail- 
road-company. The case Involved a case 
ag-alnst the railroad company In which 
| claim was also made for a Judgment for 
' attorneys' fees under the state law of 
18S9, allowing- $10 £or such fees In claims 
asainst railroad companies where the 
litigation results against the company. 
The court held that the law is 111 contra- 
vention of the 14th amendment, in that 
it deprives the railroad company of 
property without due process of law, and 
denies to them the same protection of 
the law granted others.

A FIERCEJADMAN 


Kills His Brother, 
Mother 


and Sister, 


THE 
SHEEIFFS 
SEARCHING 


FOR HIM IN VAIN. 


The Family Lived in an Iso- 


lated Spot.

tragedy occurred last nlgrht'at .ilam- 
i/ieroneck, in West hester county. Ar- 
thur Palmer, "during a. fit of insanity, 
shooting bis brother, Leonard Palmer, 
and killing him almost instantly, and 
fataKy -wounding his mother and sister. 
The murderer has been considered mild- 
ly Insane for so'me time. p:ist, but yes- 
terday afternoon a bad fit seized him, 
•which ended some hours later by his 
seizins a revolver and attacking hit 
family. 
« 


He besan a. general f uailade, flrst turn- 


ing hJs "weapon on his sister Gertrude, 
'lie fired two shots at her, both of which 
took e.Tect in the abdomen. u.nd the othei 
in her rlg-ht arm. 
Then he shot his mo- 


ther, three bullets entering her body, 
two in the back a.nd one in the side. At 
tliis Juncture, Leonard Falmev. who, It 
is believed, heard the shots in the barn, 
ran into the house. The Insane man 
met him with several shots, one of the 
hullets striking him squarely in the 
forehead. Gertrude, Aie sister, man- 
afred to escape 'from the house, and fled 
•with the 
blood streaming- from hei 


wound to the house of A. C. De Friesta. 
a couple of hundred yards from the Pal- 
mer house. Tbe people at this place had 
also heard ihe shots, and a farm hand 
ran to Palmer's to see what the trouble 
was. As the man entered ihe house by 
the rear door, he stumbled over the 
body of-Leonard Palmer. On the sofa,, 
in the dining room, lay Mrs. Palme*-, 
with the blood pouring from her wound. 
Meanwhile, the murderer had made his 
escape. Aid was summoned, but a lew 
minutes after the arrival o'l the physi- 
cians, Leonard Palmer died. Mrs. Pal- 
mer had lapsed into unconsciousness, 
r.nd, after telling", in a hysterical way, 
the details of the shooting, the girl, Ger- 
trude, also became unconscious. Later, 
however, they were somewhat restored, 
but it is declared by the three physicians 
in attendance, that their chances of re- 
covery are very slim. 
. The house where the murder occurred 
Is In an Isolated locality. 


The coroner was able to secure the an- 


te mortem statements of the wounded 
women, but these were very brief. They 
said that Arthur apparently had been in 
good spirits, but they believed, from his 
actions, that he had become violently 
and .suddenly Insane. 
Both believed 


ymt he did not know whathe was do- 
ing; that they did not want him pun- 
ished for the crime. 
At that time they 


were not aware of the death of Leonard. 
Up to date, no trace of the murderei 
had been discovered. 
Sheriff Johnson 


gathered together all the men available 
and started out In search of Palmer, 
who Is believed to have simply fled to the 
woods, where he Is hiding.

CUBAN STAMPS. 


Fofltofflce Officials Say They Are Good as 


Far as tho United States Is Concerned. 
The appearance of the stamp of tho so 


called Cuban republic in the United States 
mails has caused much comment in Wash- 
ington nnd was the source of some discus- 
sion nt tho postofficd department BB to 
whether such stamps could be recognized 
as proper fop the transmission 'of maUs 
into the United States, ns this government 
has not recognized Cuba ns a free nnd in- 
dependant oonntry. This Is probably the 
flrst case of Its kind where insurgents havo 
established their own postofSces nnd used 
tbeir own stamps on letters transmitted 
In the mails to the United States. 


At the postnffico department ft was said 


that tliecB stamps wero good as fnr as tbe 
United States wns concerned, as our postal 
laws require only that the stamps be prop- 
erly canceled and the envelopes containing 
mall matter bear the postmark of arogular 
•postoffice. 
These regulations havo been 


compiled with as far as the department 
knows. Had they not been admissible the 
letters bearing these stamps would have 
been marked with the letter ".T" at tho 
receiving offica in this country, meaning 
"tax collect."

est sessions ot recent years. The Irish 
question has not yet been raised in the 
commons In its present shape; on the 
education question the government is 
under specific pledges. Of these and 
other questions that will be hotly de- 
bated the following are some forecasts: 


Sir Charles Dilke writes as follows: 


"There never was auesslon when we had 
been so fully told in advance what was 
likely to be the program. The address 
debates will no doubt be largely occu- 
pied by the present position of the Asia 
lllnor or Cyprus convention, which some 
treat as wholly at an end, some as vir- 
tunlly at an end and some few as a liv- 
ing fact. Immediately after the address 
debates I suppose wo shall see. the edu- 
cation bill, probably very short and sim- 


ple, 
which the government are pledged 


to pass in the present financial year (be- 
fore the 31st of March), and which will 
lie something like the money clauses of 
t!io long bill of last year. Before the 31st 
of March there is the first vote on the 
navy, which will give rise this year to 
Important debates; and the first vote on 
the army, which must lead to a pro- 
longed debate. Later In the session we 
sliall doubtless see a workmen's Insur- 
ance bill, probably compounded of that 
of Mr. Arqulth, limited by the contract- 
ing o-ut clause Inserted by-the housed 
lords, and that of Sir A. Forwood, the 
fate of which Is more doubtful than that 
of the other measures which have been 
named. A secondary education bill may 
be Introduced, but I fear that the bill 
for tbe amendment, followed by the con- 
solidation of the factory acts, may un- 
fortunately be postponed until 1S3S." 


Sir Frank Lockwood. Q. C.. member of 


parliament for York, Is In much closer 
touch with Sir "William Horcourt than 
Is Sir Charles Dllke. Sir Frank says: "I 
expect the session to be a stirring on';. 
So far as the relative numbers of politi- 
cal parties are concerned, the situation 
Is practically unaltered from last ses- 
sion. .1 hope that the government will at 
the very outset give a frank and full 
statement as to tho precise position of 
the country in relation to the various 
fnrelfm complications which have oc- 
curred—particularly with regard to thc 
I'nlted Slates. This we shall doubtless 
have, in spits ot the amusing declara- 
tion ot Mr. Curzon, who 
apparently 


thinks that whether England is isolated 
or not, he and his office are entitled to 
a. position of stately iso.lation, and that 
he must not be Questioned. After these 
explanations the education question will 
necessarily occupy a considerable por- 
tion of the time of the session. The posi- 
tion that will be taken up by the Liberal 
party is the same it occupied in 18DC— 
not In opposition to voluntary schools, 
hut a firm determination that if public 
money is to be spent It sha.ll be spent 
under public control. The government 
itself Is by no means a unit on this ques- 
tion, and during the recess no member 
of it has dared to say they will give rate 
aid without lull public control.

A FIERCE MADMAN 


Kills His Brother, Mother 


and Sister, 


THE 
SHERIFFS 
SEARCHING 


FOR HIM IN VAIN. 


The Family Lived in an Iso- 


lated Spot. 


New York, ^ Jon. 
19.—A 
terrible 


tragedy occurred last night at Mam- 
i/ieronecic, in West tester county, Ar- 
thur Palmer, during "a flt of insanity, 
shooting his brother, Leonard Palmer, 
and killing- him almost instantly, and 
fataMy wounding his mother and sister. 
The murderer has been considered mild- 
ly insane for some time p:tst, but yes- 
terday afternoon a bad fit seized him, 
•which ended some hours later by his 
Beizing a revolver and attacking hit 
family. 


He began a general fusilade, first turn- 


ing his weapon on his sister Gertrude. 
Ee fired two shots at her, both of tvhich 
took effect in the abdomen, and the othei 
In her right arm. 
Then he shot his mo- 


ther, three bullets entering her body, 
two in the back and one in the side. At 
this Juncture, Leonard Palmev, who, it 
is believed, heaid the shots in the barn, 
ran Into, tie house. The Insane man 
met him with several shots,'one oC the 
hullets striking him squarely in the 
forehead.

On the'sofa, 
in the dining room, lay Mrs. Palmer, 
with the blood pouring-from her wound. 
Meanwhile, the murderer had made his 
escape. Aid was summoned, but a few 
minutes after the arrival o£ the physi- 
cians, Leonard Palmer died. Sirs. Pal- 
mer had lapsed into unconsciousness, 
p.nd, after telling-, in a. hysterical way, 
the details of the shooting, the girl, Ger- 
trude, also became unconscious. Later, 
JioT.-ever, .they were somewhat restored, 
but it la declared by the three physicians 
in attendance, lhat their chances of re- 
cuvery are very slim. 


The house where the murder occurred 


Is in an isolated locality. 


The coroner was able to secure the an- 


te mortem statements of the wounded 
women, but these were very brief. 
They 


said that Arthur apparently had been in 
good spirits, but they believed, from hia 
actions, that he had become violently 
and 
suddenly 
insane. 
Both believed 


that he did not know whathe was do- 
Ing; that they did not want him pun- 
ished for the crime. 
At that time they 


were not aware of the death of Leonard. 
Up to date, no trace of the murderer 
had been discovered. 
Sheriff Johnson

The procession was attended by hun- 
dreds of friends and admirers of ihe 
deceased. The cortege was Leaded by 
a company of police, followed by a band, 
grand marshal and aide, 
battalion.
